WHOLESALE TRADE. 


An indication of fluctuations in the value of wholesale trade is given by the returns made under the 
Sales Tax Acts. With certain specified exemptions, all goods sold by wholesale in Australia, including imports, 
are taxable. The returns do not relate to all wholesale trade, as vendors trading only 1 in exempt goods are not 
required to furnish returns. They do not necessarily cover a constant proportion of all trade. The effects 
of legislation and administrative changes on the recorded values of taxable and exempt goods respectively are 
somewhat uncertain, but total recorded sales are affected in smaller degrees. Insufficient information is available 
to enable adjustment to be made to the crude figures on this account.

Commodities in this index are priced in their primary or basic form wherever possible. The prices 
used have in the main been obtained directly from manufacturers and merchants, and, with a few important 
exceptions, from Melbourne sources. Apart from locally-produced building materials and one or two minor 
commodities, however, the price movements may be taken as representative of variations in wholesale prices 
of basic materials in most Australian markets. The weighting system adopted is based on estimates of the 
average annual consumption of the commodities in Australia during the years 1928-29 to 1934-35 inclusive.

The list of items covered by the Interim Index is representative of a high proportion of expenditure 
of wage earner households. It is more comprehensive than that of the “C” Series Index and some of the 
principal food weights and group weights differ substantially from those used in the “ C”’ Series Index. The 
weighting pattern and the list of component items in the “ C ”’ Series Index are relevant to the pre-war pattern 
of wage earner expenditure and consumption, whilst those of the Interim Index are relevant to conditions now 
current.

FARM PRODUCTION PRICE INDEXES. 


The annual index. numbers shown in the following table relate to average “ prices” of farm products 
realized in the principal markets of Australia. The “ price” data used ave average unit values for the total 
quantities of the relevant commodities produced or marketed in each year and the index numbers therefore 
measure both the effects of changes in prices (as such) and of variations in the quality, type, usage, &c., of 
products marketed. The index numbers for any year relate to the average values of farm products produced 
or marketed in that year, irrespective of the periods in which payment is received by producers. 

The index numbers shown below are the Revised Series (December, 1952) in which average 
quantities of each product marketed in the period 1946-47 to 1950-51 have been used as fixed weights. 

The preliminary index numbers for 1953-54 are based mainly on the recorded or estimated movement 
in average values for the major farm products. ‘They will be reviewed from time to time as further “ price 


data become available.
